Walter. 99, died at 6 p.m. EDT 
after being in a coma most (rf the 
day at Georgetown University 
Hospital. He had been hospital 
ized for about four months. 
He wag chairman of the House 
Committee on Un-American Ac 
tivities, the judiciary subcommit 
tee on 
immigration, 
and 
co­ 
authored the McCarran-Waiter Im 
migration Act Adding to bis pow­ 
er, he was chairman of the 
Democratic Patronage Committee 
which dispenses Capitol jobs. 
Since IMI, he had been chair 
man of the House Democratic 
metis, a prestige position. 
President Kennedy, who visited 
Waiter recently, said "when I 
saw him on my recent visit...he 
was facing the future with the 
same faith and courage he had 
shown throughout his life. He will 
be greatly missed in the House 
of Representatives and all of his 
friends mourn his passing."

Activities, which he once wanted 
to abolish. 
“He was a devil to the liberals 
and a hero to the conservatives 
and they were both wrong,” said 
a liberal colleague of Walter. 
Walter considered his legisla­ 
tive monument to be the McCar- 
ran-Walter Act of 1952, the first 
major revision of immigration 
laws in a generation. It was 
passed over President Harry Tru­ 
man’s veto and was assailed as 
too restrictive by both presiden­ 
tial candidates that year. 
The act put into effect the “na­ 
tional origins” formula based on 
historical 
patterns 
which 
re­ 
stricted immigration from South 
era European countries. 
Later he obtained passage of 
refugee and other immigration 
laws at a time when there was 
little congressional demand for 
them. In 1962, the U.S. Commit­ 
tee for Refugees cited Walter for 
his “deep concern for the prob­ 
lems of refugees” and for the 
“broad humanitarian approach” 
of the 1962 refugee act. 
Rayburn put Walter on the Com­ 
mittee on Un-American Activities 
in 1949 as a moderating influence 
after the committee was criti­ 
cized for its approach in the hunt 
for subversives. In 1954, the year 
before he became its chairman, 
Walter assailed the committee for 
“abuse of power” and said it 
should be replaced by a judiciary 
subcommittee. 
After he was named chairman, 
Waiter became one of the com 
mittee’s staunchest defenders.

It’s June, And We’ve 
Got 5 Pct. Sales Tax 


HARRISBURG (UPI) - It was 
June, June, June today, but a 
5 per cent sales tax was busting 
out all over Pennsylvania like 
an April shower. 
The Pennsylvania taxpayer as­ 
sumed his dubious distinction of 
doling out the highest state sales 
levy in the nation at 12:01 a.m. 
EDT. 
Smokers swallowed a double 
dose of increased taxation as the 
cigarette levy went from six to 
eight cents per pack. 
The increase from 4 to 5 per 
cent in the sales tax is expected 
to enrich the state treasury by 
$103 million annually. The boost 
will yield an extra $105 million, 
but $2 million of this will be 
paid merchants as a collection 
fee. 
The increased cigarette tax will 
put another $26 million into the 
state General Fund during the 
1963-64 fiscal year, which begins 
July I. 
Both boosts are part of a three- 
step package designed to give 
Gov. William W. Scranton $141 
million to balance his $1.1 billion 
General Fund budget. 
Hie third component of the 


program is a House-passed bill 
which would raise the state li­ 
quor excise tax from IO to 13 
per cent and pour an extra $12.5 
million a year into state coffers. 
lf passed by the Senate next 
week, the liquor proposal will 
go into effect the day it is signed 
by Scranton. 
In a move to tighten enforce­ 
ment of the sales tax, the new 
5 per cent levy is changed from 
selective to general. 
In other 
words, it lists those items which 
are not taxable instead of those 
which are. 
$80$ Million Yield 
The new sales levy is extend­ 
ed to include food prepared in 
restaurants for off-premise con­ 
sumption, but the past exemptions 
of take-home food, clothing, pre­ 
scription drugs, gravestones and 
goods used in manufacturing arc 
retained. 
Fiscal officials estimate the en­ 
tire annual sales tax yield will 
be $509 million, all of which will 
be sprat on education. 
When 
Scranton signed the 5 per cent 
bill this week, he called the levy 
a “tax for education.” 
“With ail my heart I wish it 


could have been avoided,” the 
governor said after affixing his 
signature to the bill. • 
House Republican leaders raced 
the calendar last week to get 
final legislative approval for the 
increased sales tax. The cham­ 
ber concurred In Senate amend­ 
ments to the bill Tuesday. Scran­ 
ton signed it Wednesday. 
Scranton accepted the 5 per 
cent sales tax after his own pro­ 
gram, calling for an increase to 
4.5 per cent and extention of the 
levy to clothing and shoes, met 
stubborn opposition in the House 
GOP caucus. 
The sales tax was first im­ 
posed in Pennsylvania at a rate 
of I per cent IO years ago during 
the administration of Gov. John 
S. Fine. 
The levy expired briefly dur­ 
ing former Gov. George M. Lead­ 
er's administration, but it was 
raised to 3 per erat after a 
marathon 17-month legislative ses­ 
sion in 1955 and 1956. 
It rose to 3.5 and then 4 per 
cent under former Gov. David 
L. Lawrence. At no time has the 
sales levy encompassed food or 
clothing.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Justice 
Department 
continued 
work today on new civil rights 
legislation which President Ken­ 
nedy is expected to propose to 
Congress next week. 
The new measures, two in num­ 
ber. are aimed at speeding up 
desegregation of schools and re­ 
duction of racial barriers at most 
public business establishments. 
A bill to hasten school integra­ 
tion would empower the attorney 
general to initiate suits on behalf 
of Negroes, thus reducing the 
time spent on litigation. It also 
would encourage communities to 
adopt integration plans with fed­ 
eral help. 


A second bill being considered 
is designed to reduce racial dis­ 
crimination in public facilities 
such as hotels, motels, retail 
stores, movie houses, legitimate 
theaters, restaurants and exhibi­ 
tion halls. 
Sent To Birmingham 
Disclosure of details of the pro­ 
posed legislation came amid these 
other Washington developments: 
—Atty. Gen. Robert F. Kenne­ 
dy ordered Burke Marshall, as­ 
sistant attorney general in charge 
of the Justice Deportment’s Civil 
Rights Division, to go to Birm­ 
ingham, Ala., to argue the gov­ 
ernment’s case against Alabama 
Gov. George Wallace. The gov­ 
ernment will seek an injunction 
Monday to block Wallace from in­ 
terfering with Negro student en­ 
rollment at the University of Ala­ 
bama. 
—The Senate judicary subcom­ 
mittee announced it will resume 
hearings Wednesday on civil rights 
bills. The Senate Republican con­ 
ference. composed of all GOP sen­ 
ators, will discuss civil rights the 
same day.
